morning the 
store aud dwelling of W . C. Yeatts, in 
Bendersville, were totally destroyed. 
The origin of the blaze is not definitely 
.known. 
It was first 
found on the

floor of th** store building where Mr. 
Yeatts had a large amount of goods 
and the supposition 
is that mice or 
rats may 
have gnawed matches 
or 
something 
else 
of an 
inflammable 
character. 
Mr. Yeatts 
w*as awakened 
about 
four o'clock and at once detected th** 
odor of smoke. 
He made an investi­ 
gation and found 
that the tire was 
hurtling briskly in the store section 
of the building and he at one** gave 
an alarm. 
Both store and house are 
limier one r**of and it was aeon that 
to save anything the speediest work 
possible was necessary. 
It required 
but a few minutes 
to 
arouse th** townspeople an*!, while the 
fire company directed its efforts to ex­ 
tinguishing the blaze, the rest of the 
men 
and women 
started 
carrying 
ihings to places of safety. 
Mr. 
Yeatts conducted a 
genera! 
merchandising store and hail a large 
and varied stock, so that its removal 
was 
no small task. 
Willing hands 
wen* numerous, however, and the fact 
that for a time the fire was coniine*! to 
th** second story allowed by far the 
larger 
part 
of the 
goods 
on 
the 
first floor to be removed. 
Other per­ 
son* worked in the dwelling and herr 
th** furniture, rugs, and other belong­ 
ings were remove*! not only from the 
first floor but also from the second, 
arui 
the loss is 
small compared 
to 
what it would have 
been except for 
th** timely discovery of the fire. 
The fire 
company did 
what they 
could to save the building but soon saw 
that was impossible ami devoted their 
efforts to saving properties on either 
side, 
In this they were successful. 
The brick dwelling

AMERICAN GUNS 
SINK SUBMARINE 


Two S I earners. Two Subs, and 
British Destroyers All 
iii this Battle.

IU—An 
American 
armed steamer iii all probability sank 
a German submarine south-east of 
the Shetlands, according to a Cen­ 
tral News 
dispatch

Bergen, 
quoting the newspaper “ Aftonblad” . 
The American steamer,

to the dispatch, encountered the sub­ 
marine while it was preparing to sink 
another merchant ship. Several shots 
were fired by the American and the 
U-boat’s periscope

denly appeared and fired two shots 
at the steamer, both of which missed. 
Wireless calls and the noise of the 
battle .summoned British destroyers 
which answered in time to sink the 
second U-boat.

sack full of parcels 
of all sizes, shapes, and weights, there 
rolled to 
a desk in the 
Gettysburg 
post office a bottle, 
unbroken after a 
journey from a farmhouse on an Ohio 
rural 
route, 
and 
containing 
some 
special brand 
of home-made catsup 
for a boy in the local camp,—a boy to 
whom it would taste better than the 
finest delicacy his company cook could 
prepare, or he could buy in the town. 
But around the bottle there was no 
xvrapper, just a torn piece of paper, 
on 
which was 
the message 
given 
above, ami the postmark of an Ohio 
town, with the return 
address “ Rex 
70, Route 3.” 
There 
was 
no 
sign 
whatever of the name of the soldier 
boy for whom this 
catsup had been 
prepared, wrapped, and sent. 
Postmaster 
Duncan 
immediately 
wrote to the postmaster at the Ohio 
town, told him the circumstances and 
asked him to see what he could do to 
find who sent th** bottle, and for whom 
it xvas intended. “ I certainly want the 
boy to have the catsup", Mr. Duncan 
xvrote, “ for it looks fine." 
And last evening the answer came. 
The Ohio postmaster 
had hunted up 
who lived at “ Box 
70, Route 3" and 
communicated his find to Mr. Duncan 
who this morning had it delivered to 
the 
soldier lad. 
Doubtless 
by this 
time he and his fellows have consumed 
the entire 
contenu as a relish 
for 
their 
noon meal after a morning 
of 
hard drilling and marching. 


But many, indeed, are the parcels 
of good things which never reach the 
boys in camp here. There is not a day 
that some package for a soldier does 
not 
arrive, all mashed and in 
such 


condition that delivery is impossible. 
Peaches, grapes, and other fruit come 
in xvhat are the remains of pasteboard 
I>oxes, beyond any use, and the only 
thing to do is to destroy them. 
For 
days, 
tomatoes came in and 
many 
mail bags were 
decorated with the 
smeary 
red remains of what 
were 


once the pride of some boy’s mother’s 
ga rden. 


In such cases the local office keeps 
the address, if 
it is still legible, anil 
holds it, pending an inquiry as to what 
has In-come of the package. 
In ver*.* 
few 
instances have such 
inquiries 
been made. 
The 
number of crushed 
packages for camp run from one to 
eight a 
day. and do their share to­ 
ward adding to the postal clerks’ bur­ 
dens. 
And these burdens are borne well in 
spite 
of a complaint registered 
at 
Salt I .ake City. by 
a man from the 
Gettysburg Carap, who told that, lie- 
fore leaving here, he had mailed his 
tennis racket to himself at his new 
address, but that he had never seen it. 
“ (Jettyaburg’s a little town of UMX) 
people", he told the UUh postmaster, 
“ swamped by the camp, and the post 
office can't handle ail the mail. That’s 
why I haven’t got my racket." 
The com plaint was forwarded here, 
investigation 
made, and the racket 
xvas found, sure enough, but with no 
sign of an address 
on the wrapper. 
It was at once sent forward to the 
owner wuth a suitable note of refer­ 
ence to the manner in which Gettys­ 
burg was taking care 
of the camp, 
and the bit he had done to add to the 
cares of the local postal force.

was only one o f 
many 
piece- of mail which are received here 
or mailed 
at this office, minus 
the 
name of the person for whom they ar* 
intended.
